New York, Sept, 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Tho Herald this morn- 
ing has the followiag cable advices 
from Chile: “Gen. Baquedano has 
been recogniz3@ as Prosident ad in- 
terim of the republic by members of 
the Junta here. The government 
troops at Concepcion, Talcahusna and 
otberplaces have notified the Con- 
gressionalist authorities that they 
have-finished fighting and are ready to 
obey orders from the Junta, and only 


| Coquimbo promises to make trouble. 


“Allthat remains now-to be done is 
to put down sporadic cases of disorder, 
bring to trial such of the Balmacedist 
Officials as have been guilty of outra- 
geous acts of tyranny, and prepare for 
the elections which will again give the 
republican unquestioned constitutional 
government. 

BALMACEDA WAS DUPED. : 

“T have just had an interview with 
ex-Minister Godoy, Balmaceda’s clos- 
est adviser, and alsv with Balmaceda’s 
brother. They say that throughout 
the entire period since the .outbreak 
of the revolution Balmaceda has 
depended upon the representations 
of army officials that the force was 
loyal and devoted to his cause. Be- 
lieving this, to 
cohtinue resistance. he thought 
otherwise, be would have resigned 
rather than have been the cause of 
unnecessary bloodshed. Sefior Godoy 
thinks _Balmaceda has escaped to 
Buenos Ayres. Heleft Santiago, ac- 
cording to news received by Seflor 
Godoy on Saturday morniag, with’ six 
carriages, containing his family and 
valuables.

The Hanchette eensation has been re- 
vived'in San Francisco, and in a rather 
startling form.

Then the people began to get 
alarmed, and the adjacent farmers in- 
stituted a shotgun quarantine and tdid 
the people of the village that they 
would be killed if they went wander- 
ing over the country. The Governor 
and State Board of Health were called 
upon to take action, but they were 
slow. There seemed to be a general 
indisposition on the part of officials 
vf every rank to take a hand in stop- 
ping the pest, and the result is that it 
is now epidemic over a large part of 
the Biue River hottom, and bas be- 
come so great a plague that the United 
States Government has been called 
upon to prevent mail trains 
from stopping at the station to take 
on mail. e State Board of Health 
established quarantine on August 19, 


but by that time the disease bud apread 
~~ dver the surrounding country, and on 


, the day that the quarantine was es- 
tublished, the ex-Confederate reunion 
was.in full blast at Washington Park, 
which is only a short distance from the 
infected district.
